The result of the leg islative con­ 
vention at Little Falls last week was 
anything but satisfactory to the peo­ 
ple of this city and county, but not­ 
withstanding the fact it is the duty of 
republicans to stand by the ticket. 
The election of a senator is for four 
years, and this district cannot afford 
to send a democrat to the leg islature 
for that leng th of time. If the party

As to Wolf Bounties. 
The state treasurer yesterday is­ 
sued his monthly report, showing the 
amount of money in the treasury on 
Sept. 30th. In connection with the 
item, cash in vault, 17,632.53. it should 
be explained that this is represented 
by wolf bounty vouchere which are 
received by the state traasurer in lieu 
of cash 
The appropriation made by 
the last leg islature for wolf bounties 
has been used up, and it will be neces­ 
sary to a-ik for an additional appropria­ 
tion wii» ‘n the next leg islature meets. 
The amount paid for each wolf scalp 
is $5, and la>t year $20,000 was paid 
out, showing that 4,000 wolves had 
been killed in the state. The majority 
of the bounties are ]>aid to farmers in 
the settled counties, a very small per­ 
centag e of the scalps coming from 
the frontier and unsettled portions of 
tbs state. A suspicion is g aining 
g round that many persons are making 
it a business to kill the young wolves, 
leaving the old ones to propog ate 
their species. A9 a farmer for his 
own interest will kill off all wild ani­ 
mals that threaten his stock, it would 
be as well if the wolf bounty law was 
repealed by the next leg islature.—

F o r th e silo th e corn should 
n o t be Harvested u n til well m atured.

Not 
m an y men en ter this busin ess, for 
the work is so d an gerous th a t on ly 
those with very clear head s n n d 
stron g n erves care to risk their life 
hun d red s of feet above the earth on 
very n arrow footin gs. Sailors are 
said to make the best men for this 
work, bein g so used to luriin g sails 
n n d run n in g about on the tall m asts 
of their s!» ir» s. 
On ce in a while we hear of a » tee- 
ple-jack in America, as we d id tho 
other d ay a t the time of a sin gular 
accid en t in New Jersey.

persistently on all one’s faculties in 
order to keep fairly abreact of ordin­ 
ary mortals, it is wonderful how quick 
the apprehension and the power o: 
drawing conclusions become. You 
| are not concerned with the history 
I of my infirmity—how [ lost my sight 


j and so forth—it is enough for the 
! present purpose if I say th at I have 
been blind for some twenty years— 
th at I have grown quite accustomed 
and reconciled to my fate and with­ 
out making light of it, have ceased 
to think about it or regard it as in­ 
terfering materially with Hie ordin­ 
ary conduct of daily life. 
Very well, then. 
I chanced some 
three years ago to be staying with 
some friends in their country house— 
not very tar from London, but never­ 
theless situated in a delightful rural 
and secluded district. My host and 
hostess lived in good style, kept much 
company and entertained in inunifi- 
cient fashion. Most of their friends, 
too, were wealthy, and the jewelry, as 
I was told, which occasionally spark­ 
led within those hospitable walls, 
represented large sums of money. It 
was a thoroughly easy-going estab­ 
lishment. Meals were made movable 
festivals to suit the varied arrange­ 
ments which n constant programme 
of amusement sometimes entailed. 
The month was August, the weath­ 
er was fine and hot aud on the par­ 
ticular evening in question it so hap­ 
pened the dinner was to partake of 
the character of supper, to suit the 
cuntenience of the house party who 
w ere going oi i some picnic boa ting ex­ 
cursion on the neighboring Thames.

In 1772 Professor Maskelyne, with 
his assistants, made experiments a t 
Mount Schilmllion, Perthshire, Scot­ 
land, bv which they determined that 
the attraction exerted by that moun­ 
tain caused the plumb line to deviate 
nearly six seconds from its normal. 
Professors Playfair, Cavendish und 
Hutton, knowing the structural com­ 
position of Schilmllion, determined 
hat the mean density ot the moun­ 
tain was to that oftheearth as5 toff. 
From this the mean density of the 
earth as compared with water was 
determined to be as 5 is to I. Other 
more recent experiments made the 
ratio vary from 4% to 
to I. Tak­

as the average result of all 
experiments, 
the diameter of the 
yarth as 7,912.41 miles, and the 
weight of a cubic foot of water as 
62.32 pounds, the weight of the earth 
would lie 5,812 trillions of tons of 
2,210 pounds; th at is in figures, 5,- 
842,0(H),000,000,000,000,OOO tons.

Do the boys who for fun have climb­ 
ed the highest trees they could find, 
and whenever chances offered, all 
kinds of poles nnd scaffoldings and 
roofs and windmills (the higher the 
better, know th at there are men who 
make a business of climbing? Very 
few American boys, probably, have 
seen any of these men; but in Europe, 
especially; where there are so many 
cathedrals with their lofty domes and 
spires, 
nnd great manufacturing 
cities with their peak-like chimneys, 
they are quite common. 
These 
men nre called “steeple* 
jacks,” because a larger part of their 
business is to scale the steeples of tile 
churches, 
nnd 
perhaps repair a 
weather-vane, or reset a broken slate, 
or do some other small work which 
would he very expensive if a scaffold­ 
ing had to be built up every time 
such work needed to bo done. Not 
many men enter this business, for 
the work is so dangerous th at only 
those with very clear heads nnd 
strong nerves care to risk their life 
hundreds of feet above the earth on 
very narrow footings. Sailors nre 
said to make the best men for this 
work, being so used to furling sails 
and running about on the tall masts 
of their shins. 
Once in a while we hear of a stee- 
ple-jack in America, as we did the 
other day ut t he time of a singular 
accident in New Jersey. A factory 
there has a great chimney 335 feet 
high, the largest in the United States, 
and higher than Bunker Hill Monu­ 
ment.

On this subject Botanist McCarthy, 
of the North Carolina experiment 
station says: The jeweler warrants 
his watches and rings to be of a cer 
tain fineness and weight; the hon­ 
est drygoods man 
warrants his 
wares to be all-wool or all linen, a* 
the case may be; and so also with 
the shoe denier, grocer and othei 
merchants. 
There is no real anc 
valid reason 
why the seed man 
should not also give a real and defi­ 
nite guarantee of the quality of his 
wares! The necessity of such a guar 
antee for the protection of the pur­ 
chasers is much more urgent in re­ 
gard to seeds than in any of the 
above mentioned cases. The first 
cost of seed is comparatively small 
compared with tile ex flense of prepar­ 
ing and fertilizing tile ground; and ii 
the seed sown proves to be worthless. 
or of a different species from that 
claimed, by the time the fact becomes 
apparent the season for sowing bae 
passed, aud the defrauded purchaser 
loses, not only all he has invested in 
seeds, fertilizer, land and labor, but 
also the value of his prospective 
crop. In Europe all respectable seed­ 
men give a positive and definite 
guarantee of the purity and vitality 
of their seeds, and there is no valid 
reason why American seedmen should 
not do the same. 


Old Ago Then and Now. 
I am afraid that old people found 
life rather a dull business in the time 
of King David and his rich old sub­ 
ject and friend, Barzillai, who, poor 
man, could not have told a teal from 
a canvas back, nor enjoyed a sym­ 
phony concert if they had had those 
luxuries in his day. There were no 
pleasant firesides, for there were no 
chimneys. There were no daily news­ 
papers for the old man to read, and he 
could not read them if there were, 
with his dim eyes, nor hear them 
read, very probably, with his dulled 
ears.

The Presto Change in speaking of 
the recent senatorial convention at 
Little Falls says: 
It finally became evident that neither 
Lee or Lum could ever be nominated 
by that convention, and on the 185th 
ballot Todd connty cast its “immortal 
five” for J. C. Flynn, which, with four 
frcm Morrison, we presume, gave him 
nine, the magio number necessary to 
nominate. 
We have no time for com­ 
ment, and it is probably just as well 
that we haven’t. 
Mr. Lee was the 
first and only choice of all republicans 
in this county, and Mr. Flynn was not 
the first nor second choice of anybody 
m the county, that we are aware of. 
Brother Clark evidently is not ac­ 
quainted with the facts in the case 
when he remarks that “with four 
from Morrison gave him nine,” for 
from the 139th ballot until the 185th, 
which was the last, Mark Murphy and 
Hans. Hanson, two of the Morrison 
county delegates, voted with Crow 
Wing county and never changed. 
The vote that made it possible for 
Mr. Flynn to be the nominee of the 
convention was five from Todd, two 
from Mille Lacs and two from Morri­ 
son. 


As to Wolf Bounties. 
The state t reasurer yesterday is­ 
sued his monthly report, showing the 
amount of money in the treasury on 
Sept. 30th. 
In connection with the 
item, cash in vault, $7,63253. it should 
be explained that this is represented 
by wolf bounty vouchers which are 
received by the state traaaurer in lieu 
of cash. 
The appropriation made by 
the last legislature for wolf bounties 
has been used up, and it will be neces­ 
sary to a-k for an additional appropria­ 
tion when the next legislature meets. 
The amount paid for each wolf scalp 
is $5, and last year $20.(00 was paid 
out, showing that 4,009 wolves had 
been killed in the state. 
The majority 
of the bounties are paid to farmers in 
the settled counties, a very small per­ 
centage of the scalps coming from 
the frontier and unsettled portions of 
the state. 
A suspicion is gaining 
ground that many persons are making 
it a business to kill the young wolves, 
leaving the old ones to prorogate 
their species. 
As a fanner for his 
own interest will kill off all wild ani­ 
mals that threaten his stock, it would 
be as well if the wolf bounty law was 
repealed by the next legislature.— 
Globe.

Blind men, ho we ver sharpened their 
remaining senses m ay Become, would 
not exactly be selected as the fittest 
agents lor the purpose in which I 
once found myself engaged. 
Still, 
there is no knowing to what they 
may have to put their wits, ami 
though I have no pretensions to be­ 
ing sharper than the rest of my feb 
low sufferers, or claim the possession 
of any especial dodgiuess, yet there 
iB no doubt when one lias to rely very 
persistently on all one’s faculties in 
order to keep fairly abreast ol ordin­ 
ary m ortals, it is wonderful how quick 
the apprehension and the power o; 
drawing conclusions become. 
You 
are not concerned with the history 
of my infirmity— how I lost my sight 
and so forth—it is enough for the 
present purpose if I say that I have 
been blind for some twenty years— 
that I have grown quite accustomed 
and reconciled to my late and with­ 
out nmking light of it, have ceased 
to think about it or regard it as in­ 
terfering m aterially with the ordin­ 
ary conduct of daily life. 
Very well, then. 
I chanced some 
three years ago to be staying with 
some friends in their country house— 
not very tar from London, but never­ 
theless situated in a delightful rural 
nnd secluded district. 
My host and 
hostess lived in good style, kept much 
company ami entertained in inuniti- 
eient fashion. 
Most of their friends, 
too, were wealthy, and the jewelry, as 
I was told, which occasionally spark­ 
led 
within those hospitable walls, 
represented large sums of money. 
It 
was a thoroughly easy-going estab­ 
lishment. 
Meals were made movable 
festivals to suit the varied arrange­ 
ments which a constant programme 
of amusement sometimes entailed. 
The month was August, the weath­ 
er w as fine and hot nnd on the par­ 
ticular evening in question it so hap­ 
pened the dinner was to partake ol 
the character of Bupper, to suit the 
convenience of the house party who 
were going on some picnic boating ex- 
cursion oil the neighboring Thames. 
Now I did not join them for two 
reasons— firstly, because I wanted to 
enjoy the quiet and pence ot the 
house, gardens and shrubberies w hen 
entirely deserted; secondly, because, 
always a bad sleeper, I had l>een 
more than usually wakeful for some 
nights, nnd I determined to go to 
bed early and to take a certain nar­ 
cotic w hich had l>een recommended 
as (juite harmless and exceedingly 
pleasant. 
Jt consisted of a powder 
and the directions said it was to be 
mixed wit h a pint bottle of light 
claret, a glass or two of which might 
he taken on going to bed or in the 
course of the night, il occasion re 
quired.

by which I am alw ays ab’e to guide 
myself alter very little practice along 
passages and corridors, my footsteps 
echoed strangely and I was conscious 
th at an unusual air ol solitude per­ 
vaded the place. 
Of course 
the 
Autumn twilight had faded intonight 
by this time, but that made no dif­ 
ference to me and equally, of course, 
1 carried no chamber candle. 
Some­ 
how, never the less, I had a strange 
feeling ofnot quite,likingthesolitude 
—a sensation akin to nervousness, I 
suppose it would becalled. 
Unaccus­ 
tomed to regard myself as a cow ard, 
I yet could have w ished th a t the 
house had not seemed so lonely. 
It 
was a vague, vain and 
ridiculous 
idea. 
I knew—still, the nearer I got 
to m3’ room the more it possessed me. 
When I laid m3* hand 011 the lock, for 
a moment it quite overwhelmed me 
nnd I need hardly sn v that when I 
found the door resist my effort to 
open it, my discomforture was com­ 
plete.

only by that means are we incapa- 
bles able to find any object with cer 
tainty again. 
Suddenh' 1 thought of the purpose 
which had brought 
me to bed so 
early, and began to doubt if I was 
going through a good preparation 
forgivin g the sleeping draught a 
fair chance. 
I had grown wider and 
wider awake every 
moment from 
th at when, ascending the stairs, I 
had 
first felt a sense of loneliness. 
Nevertheless, I would take a glass of 
m y light claret forthwith, consider­ 
ing th at by the time I should be get­ 
ting into bed it would bo beginning 


to take effect. 
I stepped out in the 
direction of tho table where it stood, 
felt about for an instant and the 
next had the bottle within my grasp. 
Then I found the glass and was pro- 
ce<|k'ing, as I expected, to take the 
coT.c out. w hen lo! there was no eork, : 
liaising the bottle, I instantly knew 
from its lightness th a t it was empty. 
This 
discovery 
was 
conclusive. 
Somebody had been in the room — J 
perhaps was in the room a t this 
moment—a most unpleasant notion, 
but I was no longer nervous.

Speak!” I cried. ; 
“ Who are you and where are you?” 
No reply. 
I listened intently; not 
a sound broke the stillness of the 
sweet Autumn night. 
Taking my 
stick, I thrust it under the bed and 
round about in various corners ot 
the room. 
The furniture appeared 
a little disarranged, but otherwise 
there was no evidence of the presence 
ol any human being. 
Very strange, j 
I thought. 
Anyway, I must ring for 
the loot man— for I may say here 
that 1 dislike being varleted; and be­ 
yond indispensable assistance prefer 
doing everything as much as I can 
ter myself, especially in my bedroom. 
As my hand passed across the cor­ 
ner of the table it knocked something 
of! on the ground which rattled like 
tin and glass.

would 1m* o ,842 trillions of tons of 
2,210 pounds; th at is in figures, 5,- 
842,000,000,000,000,000,000 tons, 
—St. Louis Republic.

In the Berlin law courts a person 
who was caught red-handed 
has 
been proceeded against for stealing 
roses from a piettv decorated grave. 
The accused produced in court a 
copy of the inscription on that tab.

hundreds of feet above the earth on 
very narrow footings. Sailors are 
said to make the best men for this 
work, being so used to lurling sails 
and running about on the tall masts 
of their shins. 
Once in a while we hear of a stee- 
ple-jack in America, as we did the 
other dnv a t the time of a singular 
accident in New Jersey. 
A factory 
there has a great chimney 345 feet 
high, the largest in the United States, 
and higher than Bunker Hiil Monu­ 
ment. 
During a thunder storm the 
lightning twice struck the top of 
this chimney, tearing off man3* wag- 
on-loads of bricks. 
No means had 
been provided for reaching the top 
of the chimney, yet it was necessary 
to reach and repair the break befr.^j 
the work could go on. 
A steeple­ 
jack was called for, and a man was 
found in Newark who had once been 
engaged in this business in England. 
Think of what he had to do— to climb 
a wall of brick 335 feet high, without 
a projection ol any kind to take ho Id 
o'! 
He did it in this way: taking a lad­ 
der, he fastened it to the side ot the 
chimney by driving in long iron 
hooks, which held it. 
Another lad­ 
der was then passed up, which he 
lashed to the top of the first ladder 
with ropes; and then went out to 
drive in hooks and fasten this second 
ladder firmly. 
Thus he slowly crept 
up the side of the great chimney, 
adding ladder after ladder, 
and 
working as coolly when over 300teet 
from the ground as when only three 
feet. 
It did not seem to trouble him 
to look down from the dizzy heiirht 
or to venture up higher on his frail 
and only half-fastened ladder. 
At 
the top lie had to build out over the 
projecting bell bv* which the chimney j 
was crowned, and on the third day 
stood on the top and waved his h a t 1 
to the people. 
Thousands of people had gathered 
to watch this daring climber. On 
hills around the city he was watched 
with breathless anxiety, looking, as 
was said, like a fly on the top of a 
broomstick.

the case may be; and so also with 
the shoe denier, grocer and othei 
merchants. 
There is no real and 
valid reason 
why the seed man 
should not also give a real and deft 
nite guarantee of the quality of hi* 
wares! The necessity of such” a guar 
antee for the protection of the pur­ 
chasers is much more urgent in re­ 
gard to seeds than in any of the 
above mentioned cases. The first 
cost ot seed is comparatively small 
compared with the expense 01 prepar 
ing and fertilizing the ground; and ii 
the seed sown proves to I® worthless 
or of a different species from that 
claimed, by the time the fact becomes 
apparent the season for sowing has 
fiassed, and the defrauded purchaser 
oses, not only all he has invested in 
seeds, fertilizer, land and labor, but 
also the value of his prospective 
crop. In Europe all respectable seed- 
men give a positive and definite 
guarantee of the purity and vitality 
of their seeds, and there is no valid 
reason why American seedraen should 
not do the same.
